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Dear Ms. Best: 

You appealed from the action of the Federal Bureau of Investigation on your Freedom of 
Information Act request for access to records concerning the Integration of the University of 
Mississippi. I note that your appeal concerns the adequacy of the FBI's search. 

After carefully considering your appeal, I am affirming the FBI's action on your request. 
The FBI informed you that it could locate no responsive main file records subject to the FOIA in 
its files. I have determined that the FBI's action was correct and that it conducted an adequate, 
reasonable search for such records. 

Additionally, the FBI informed you that records that might have been responsive to your 
request were destroyed on February 24, 2005, pursuant to the agency's record retention and 
disposition schedules approved by the National Archives and Records Administration. Because 
these records were destroyed, the FBI could not determine whether they would have been 
responsive to your request. I have determined that the FBI's response was correct. 

Please be advised that the FBI has found a reference to records that might be responsive 
to your request. These records, however, were transferred to the National Archives and Records 
Administration (NARA), under File No. 157-SA-182. If you have not done so already, you may 
wish to submit a request directly to NARA for the records you seek at the following address:

If you are dissatisfied with my action on your appeal, the FOIA permits you to file a 
lawsuit in federal district court in accordance with 5 U.S.C. § 552(a)(4)(B). 

For your information, the Office of Govern m ent Information Services (OGIS) offers 
mediation services to resolve disputes between FOIA requesters and Federal agencies as a non¬ 
exclusive alternative to litigation. Using OGIS services does not affect your right to pursue 
litigation.
